Constantinople, Sept. 15. — The 
Poite iuoiots chiefly on the necosnity 
of the reoccupation of the Principal 
Servian fortresses so as to prevent 
fresh aggression, and leaves the nego- 
tiation of a treaty on the |,abovo basis 
entirely in the hands of the powers. 

The Porto has informed the am- 
bassadors of the Powers that it ia im- 
possible to grant an armistice, but it 
is prepared to accept peace based on 
thefellowing points: First— the re- 
occupation of the forlrcDQOo Lold by 
Turkey previous to 1857; second — 
Tho destruction of fortresses construct- 
c d by Servians since 1857; third— The 
investure of Prince Milan; Fourth— 
The reduction of the effective Servian 
army to 10,000 men and three batter- 
i s; Fifth — The bohstruction of a rail- 
v^ay across Servia. 

London, Sept. 15. — The Doncaster 
Cup was won by Craig Miller, with 
Controversy second. 

Berlin, Sept. 15. — The intolerant 
measures of the Spanish government 
against the Proteatants are stated to 
have given rise to the frequent ex- 
change of notes between the British 
and Gorman governments. It is un- 
derstood that they will address remon- 
strances to Spain and call on her to 
act in conformity with her engage, 
ments. 

London, Sept. 16.— The "Daily 
Telegraph" from Vienna asserts that 
Germany will not move in aid of Rus- 
sia's demand upon Turkijy and in 
event of war will remain absolutely 
neutral. 

London, Sept. IG.— The 'Telegraph' 
correspondent at Paris reports that a 
sensation was caused in' that city by 
the publication this evening in the 
"Journal la France" of the text of an 
alleged treaty signed by Bismorck and 
Gortschakofl", purporting to have been 
made last June, and providing for the 
settlement of the Eaatern question in 
case of war the whole thing is absurd;

Mr. D. Adams, the contractor for tho 
construction of Quennol river bridge, ar- 
rived hero yesterday afternoon from the 
Hoooo of tho recent disaster, Ho statca 
that the 100 ft. bow-string on tho Ques- 
nel side of the river fell frpm the pier on 
whi6&"' jJ fomelly'restaTron Friday nigh 
tho 8th inst., and is now a complete 
wreck. Tho Howe truss has boon tompor- 
arily saved by the placing of u tresllo 
under it. Tho pier which had been con- 
structed in tho swiftest part of the chan- 
nel of the river toppled over last Monday 
and was carried down the stream. Im- 
mediately whero the pier stood, tho water 
is now STO feet deep, the velocity of the 
current having created a cavity in the 
bottom of tho river. On either sido of 
tho pier tho woter ia about 10 feet deep, 
oven now instead of 18 inches as shown 
by Mr. Boavon ou the original plans for 
the structure. Mr. Adams is of opinion 
that in order to prevent tho Howe truss 
being carried away by ice it must bojre- 
moTed within the next six weeks, and 
paoke'd piece by piece on shoro, and in 
order to Bcoomplish its removal, a falsa 
bridge must be constructed beneath it. 
Tho iron work of the structure, altbougli 
of tho strongest description, has suffered 
considerably from the shook, and in many 
instances has been twisted up like a 
cork Boraw. Tho wood work is also moro 
or loss damaged throughout, and repair 
to tho bridgo will cost some thousands 
of dollars. Tho wagon road is lined with 
teams loden with goods for Cariboo, and 
when the news of tho destruction of the 
bridgo, reached the ears of the teamsters 
a choras of -anathemas was raised against 
Mr. Beaven.

The British Columbiaus, Lowevor 
much the bad taste and judgemnt of 
somQ of them may have been sbown on 
the occasion of the Governor Gener- 
al's visit, are, perhaps, not very much 
to be blninud for the view they take of 
the attitude of Canada towards them 
in regard to tho confitruction of tbo 
Canadian Paoiiic Railway. It ia not 
so long since tho ex-Premier of Ibo 
Dominian in eft'eet suggested secesaion 
to ihemj' and his organs are never 
weary of trying to persuade them that 
they lu-o tho victims of Mr. Mackenzie's 
bad faith. In t-be House of Commons, 
it ia true, Sir John A. Macdonald and 
and Mr. Mackenzie might be supposed 
to have a common purp'ose in respect 
to this month, but for ten months in 
the year no eil'orts are spared to make 
the Miuiatcr of Public Works and all 
that be does in respect of the Pacific 
Railway odious in the eyes of the pec 
plo most interested. Then, too, tbo 
railway is, aa our correspondent re- 
marka, of such vital importance to tho 
British Columbians, and is so mixed 
up iu their minds with their whole 
political and social existence and pros- 
perity, thatthay,,ipayi. bo pardoned a 
littlo exaggeration of language and 
action when it comes up in any shape 
for (iiscus.sion. 

But it; is obvious that such an ad- 
dros.s as it was iiroposed to proaont to 
Iho Govercor-Guuoral ^v'aa one to which 
ho could not for one moment listen. 
Lord Dufferin- has nothing to do with 
tho construction of tho Railway, except 
as assenting to the action as Parlia- 
ment. If it wore proper for him to 
discuss the question with the British 
Columbians he would have to say 
8OUI0 very plain things and. probably 
dispel Home illusions. But,'' except in 
general terms, his Excellency can of 
courso H!iy nothing, although what he 
doea Hay will undoubtedly be- of a re- 
assuring charafet'fflr. j^J^e^8tjJ,:;pfe:the 
grievance urged nn^he adairefs^ in 
qiiC-3tic-n is, t.hat Canada has ignored 
the "Carnarvon terms." But Canada 
does not ignore the Carnarvon terms. 
Her representativea, at the invitation 
of tho GovoruijicuL, assented to the 
only item in the terms that a.eeded 
legislative sanction— the Esquinialt 
and Nanaimo Railway. What in tho 
name of common sense could thoy do 
further'?^ 'i'hen tho dosp,atch pflfering 
the inou^y equivalent iv»<fe -l'am bigu- 
ous," tho most sensible thing would 
havo been to get tlio ambiguit}' remov- 
ed or explained, and thou, when the 
intention was plain and uniuistakeablo, 
to decide the question on its merits. 
To reject a proposition because you 
don't air at onc^e^j^nderstalad it may be 
an indication ofubad teqapiic-^ and vim- 
patience, but not certainly of wisdom 
and sober judgment. All the rest of 
the "torinS" may be coinprised in the 
agreement to use due diligence incom- 
pleting the surveys; to locato the line 
as quickly.*, as, pos^ibl?,; t^oi^'^^theii- to 
proceed at the rate of expenditure 
agreed upon. 

■What nobody has yet done has been 
to hIiow that due diligence is prosecu- 
ting the surveys had not been exer- 
cised. It has been easy to locate and 
to begin to build; but what if, after 
all this precipitancy, some impediment 
had been discovered or some far easier 
.route* ascertained to exist'? Mr. Mac- 
Ikonzio might have been able to satisfy 
tho people .'of . Biitiiyi-, Ootambiaj^bat 
certainly. he could not have fieen able 
to justify himself to tho people of 
Canada. Practically, ibo whole griev- 
ance tapers down to this: that Mr. 
Mackenzie has not ooninienced an ex- 
penditure in British Columbia of two 
millions of dollars annually upon de- 
fective or incomplete information. 
Such a demand is utterly unreason- 
able, and will certainly never be con- 
ceded. Tho British Columbians may 
listen to sinister counsels and disliou- 
est suggestions if they will; but lot 
Mr. Mncketizie make one false stop in 
carrying out the enterprise they have 
at hea't, and ho would bo assailed 
with ovory epithet that uialico could 
invent by tho people who are now 
whispering mischief. 

Tho British Columbiana havo a right 
to mako wh:itevor ro|:>resentationB they 
please in the jiroper qaartt^r, and thoso 
nqircsiiiti'titiiiH will not bo di.';rogarilod 
by the Oovcrnor-tTonor.il'R advisers.

Tlifl work ia a 
niitional nn -; it is undoi tak'.'n boi.Muso in 
a national .■■en^Q it is considered to bu nc- 
c> s-ary ai d bont liciiil. If the British 
("olmubiaus choose to regard it in this 
li j:ht thoy will got their road, no matter 
what anybody has bcon saying. Tlio 
Burvoys are all but completed, portioua of 
tho lino lire atiually undiir contract and 
well aitviiiiced, Iho telegraph is being 
constructed as l apidly as po.ssiiilo, and no 
doubt, at no diataut day, tho portion 
traversing British Columbia will also bo 
coinmciici:d. If tho British Columbians' 
rango of vision wcio not bounded by the 
Rocky Mounliiins tlicy would bpo all this 
and a|)jirocia!o it. It is only by taking a 
(luridy iiairovi- and sectional view thoy 
work themsnlvci into a state of most un- 
necessary and useless irritation.
